Dock Soyuz 
With Salyut 


Linkup Is Successful 
After Earlier Failure 


MOSCOW, Dec. 11 (Reuters!,— 
Two cosmonauts hugged each 
other in jubilation today after 
they succeeded in Russta's second 
attempt to link a Soyuz ferry 
cra‘t with the orbiting Salyut-6 
Space station. 

A failure in October to dock a 
Soyuz with the Salyut station 
dented Soviet prestige, especially 
because it coincided with the 20th 
anniversary of the first Sputnik 
and the 60th anniversary of the 
Bolshevik Revolution.

Adolph Rupp, of Kentucky, 
Top U.S. Basketball Coach 


LEXINGTON, Ky. Dec, 11 
'UPI).—Adolf Rupp, 76, one of 
the most successful college basket- 
ball coaches in the United States, 
Gied !ast night in Kentucky Medi- 
cal Center, 

Mr. Rupp retired as University 
of Kentucky coach in 1972. He 
was admitted to the medical cen- 
ter on Nov. 9, suffering from 
cancer of the spine. 


Mr. Rupp, who won more games, 
874, than any other college basket~ 
bail cosck in history, coached the 
Kentucky Wildcats to five Sugar 
Bowl Tournament championships 
before his retirement in 1972. 


Mr. Rupp’s teams won four 
national championships and 27 
Southeastern Conference titles mn 
his 42 years as Kentucky coach. 
Known as “the baron of basket- 
bali,” he is credited with up- 
grading the game throughout the 
Southeastern Conference, a con- 
ference which had been held in 
ttle regard before he came on 
the scene in 1930. 


“If winning isn't the most tm- 
portant thing,” he said, “then 
why bother to keep score?” 

Ban Memphis Tams 

After his retirement in 1972, 
Mr. Rupp became general man- 
ager of Charlie Pinley’s American 
Basketball Association entry, the 
Memphis Tams.

Mr. Rupp, who was inducted 
into the Basketball Hall of Fame 
in 1969, learned much of his 
coaching technique while playing 
taskethall at Kanses for coach 
Phog Allen.

Granted, one can't be choosy about the 
timing of such great events as emerging irom 
four decades of dictatorship. But if ever a 
country picked the “wrong” time to make 
lis democratic debut, it was Portugal. The 
convulsion in its former African colonies 
that precipitated the downfall of the Caeta- 
no regime also released upon Portugal proper 
a flood of impoverished. embittered refugees. 
Simultaneously. the world recession forced 
home many Portuguese guest workers and 
diminished the flow of repatriated wages of 
guest workers who stayed at their jobs. The 
country’s whole trade was constricted. Tour- 
ism fell off. This was going on, of course, 
in the poorest country in Europe. 

Meanwhile, the new political system had 
to ccpe with the demands of a suddenly 
awakened and politicized population unta- 
miliar with the habits of cooperation or the 
requirements of self-restraint. The wonder 
is not that Portugal is now in erisis but that 
its fledgling democracy survived long enough 
to greet this ordeal. The Socialist Premier, 
Mario Soares, has lost a vote of confidence. 
His problem is simply described. He wishes 
to govern with just his own party, but he 
is in the minority and lacks the votes to 
enact the austerity program that the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund has set as the con- 


dition for making an essential loan. Mr, 
Soares fears that, if he takes in the parties 
of the right, the Communists will use the 
unions to paralyze the country’s economy, 
and if he takes in the Communists, the right 
will use (or be used by) the armed forces to 
paralyze the country's politics. Mr. Soares is 
a tough bird, and he is widely expected to 
maneuver his way through. But times are 
difficult in Lisbon, and when Portugal gets 
through this crisis, the next will be along 
soon. 

The United States has no smali interest 
In the successful revival of democracy in 
Portugal, and it has played no small part 
in helping to sustain it. But the principal 
source of what external support the Portu- 
guese people have needed has come, and 
should continue to come, from Portugal's fel- 
low Europeans. The burden that Lisbon 
places upon them is not beyond their re- 
sources, elther economic or political. They 
have the strongest self-interest In seeing to 
it that the frailest among them picks ap 
the momentum to become a reasonably stur- 
dy member of their community. Given the 
odds the Portuguese have conquered so far. 
it does not seem overly optimistic to say that, 
for their fellow Huropeans, they are a good 
bet.

Dealing the Cards 


U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance is 
touring the Middle East now to learn how 
he can deal with the deck that Anwar Sadat 
has so energetically reshuffled. The radical 
turn of events in the region seems finally 
to have been factored into American diplo- 
macy. The question now is whether Syria, 
Jordan and, above all, Saudi Arabia, are still 
playing. 

At his first stop in Egypt, Mr. Vance ts 
sure to have learned that you can't have 
your Sadat and tame him, too. The great 
gamble of Jerusalem was not designed as a 
prelude to clreumspection in Cairo. Mr. Sadat 
has broken relations with the Arabs who 
rudely denounced his acceptance of Israel. 
He has been on television too much to de- 
clare ‘his independence of everyone and to 
threaten the dreaded separate peace with 
the Israelis. He has been insensitive to the 
desire of his Saudi bankers to know what is 
happening before it happens. He has been 
taunting the Russlans while they’re down. 
He has been closing options that the gentle- 
manly diplomats of the West were struggling 
to keep open. But it all comes down to this: 
If you want the benefit of such startling 
leaps in diplomacy, you can hardly avoid 
some jumpy behavior..

What is important is that the drama of 
Mr. Sadat's move and the frenzy of his Arab 
critics not be allowed to obscure the oppor- 
tunities for negotiation. Mr. Sadat’s calcula- 
tions are becomng more clear and cogent 
with every day. He knew better than the 
sponsors of another Geneva conference that 
the proposed Soviet-American framework 
for talks would have collapsed under the 
weight of “rejectionist" gatherings like the 
ones seen in recent days.

Prisoner 


The prisoner exchange that took place 
Friday in Mexico City is a happy example 
of international cooperation. Sixty-one 
Americans who have been serving sentences 
in Mexican jails were traded for 36 Mexicans 
who have ‘been serving sentences in the 
United States. More exchanges will follow 
until all the eligible prisoners in both coun- 
tries who want to go home to complete their 
sentences have ‘been returned. 

The program. worked out in a treaty that 
the U.S. Senate ratified earlier this year, 
solves substantial problems for both govern- 
ments, as well as for the prisoners. The 
Mexicans have not enjoyed having more than 
500 Americans, most of them young and 
many of them drug-law violators, in their 
jails. The prisoners have heen neither docile 
nor quiet, organizing hunger strikes and 
protesting vociferously about the harshness 
of Mexican law and the conditions in some 
Mexican jails. These protests, amplified by 
their families and friends, had begun to 
Strain U. S.-Mexican relations. 

Under the treaty, each government is 
reviewing the cases of prisoners it holds in 
its federal jas. These eligible for exchange 
—the treaty exempts those guilty of politieal 
and immigration offenses—are then asked

today's stock market because the 
market's decline only reflects the 
collective judgment of people 
handling their own money, an 
activity strange and a bit repel- 
lent to Washington.

FAO Unit Coordinates Data to Foresee Starvation Threats

In fact, only 90 of the FAO's 144 
members participate in the in- 
formation system, and only the 
United States consistently pro- 
vides extensive Information. 

There is a great variety in the 
apparent reasons for secrecy. 
China regards food information 
as strategic. Brazil is an ag- 
gressive exporter that may see 
crop data 1s sometimes reducing 
its conapetititve edge. The Soviet 
Union's secrecy has helped it 
carry off some market coups, but 
internally it is making available 
increasing amounts of reliable 
data that quickly reach U.S. and 
FAO monitors. And many na- 
tions. China included. do not 
really know in detail their crop 
situations. 


PAO analysts collect every 
shred of information they can.

Such incidents, although little 
reported in the Chintse press or 
cbserved by foreigners in China.

Exclusive Hotel Hovers on Stilts 
Above Waves of a Treacherous Sea

KOPISE CENTER, North Sea 
(AP).—Europe’s newest hotel 
cost $1 million a room snd was 
put up in two days and nights on 
stilts in the middle of the North 
Sea. 


It has @ spectacular view of 2 
huge oil field's platforms, lit like 
diamond clusters at night with 
the flames from flare-stacks 
throwing dlood-red light across 
the sea. 

But do not try for a booking at 
the exclusive Ekofisk Hotel. It 
was designed strictly for the oil 
business and the rooms are by 
invitation only. 

It was put together in weather 
that for December in one of the 
World's most treacherous seas was 
ridiculous, but was just right to 
build a $100-million hotel. 

The huge barges around the oil 
platforms were motionless on the 
Sea, only a gentile breeze stirring 
Tipples in the briJdant sunshine. 
Shirtsleeve weather. 

In two days and nights, a huge 
barge crane hoisted 900-ton, five- 
and six-story sections of the 106- 
room hotel on to ἃ new platform 
alongside ‘kofisk Center, the 
heart of an oil and gas develop- 
ment from six fields in the Nor- 


Wegian zone. 


The cost would be outrageous 
to the promoter of the most 
luxurious shoreside hotel, but at 
Bkofisk, current estimates for full 
development run to $5 billion and 
ollmen expect to see a further 
$1 billion poured in as inflation 
takes its toll. 

The hotel will bring a new life- 
style~and women—to Ekofisk, 
and alleviate the serious accom- 
modation problems now faced 
daily by Phillips Petroleum, the 
operator for the Ekofisk group. 
It has had to hire three of th 
great szemisubmersible drilling 
rigs just for sleeping space, and 
om a typical night had only two 
spare beds in the entire field. 

“We run a helicopter ballet here 
twice a day," said 8. radio room

Yaqui Indians’ Autonomy Imperiled

RIM, Mexico (NYT!.—With 

dusty unpaved streets, dogs 
and chickens running wild and a 
tiny store selling sodas, the eight 
villages, belonging to the Yaqui 
Indtans seem like thousands of 
cther rundow communities In 
rural Mexico. 

But while the 22,000 Yaquis are 
85 economically “defeated” as the 
rest of the country’s seven mil- 
lon Indians, their warrior tradi- 
tion has enabled them to retain 
the only strong system of tribal 
self-government in Misxico today. 

“You can't assimilate them,” a 
government bank official said. 
“Tf you want to, you have to kill 
them all. That's what has been 
tried for centuries. But you can't 
integrate them.” 

ASB ἃ result, having failed to 
eradicate them during almost 400 
years of intermittent war, the 
central government im Mexico 
City has come to recognize the 
Yaquis almost as ἃ state within 
8 stale—Conora—respecting their 
traditions and cautiously avoid- 
ing direct interference in their 
lives. 


‘Government Scared’ 


“The government is still scared 
of the Yaquis," said the bank of- 
ficial, who now works with the 
Indians. “It doesn’t understand 
them, but it constantly tries to 
appease them for fear of trouble,” 

The Yaquis deeply distrust 
outsiders. Pride at never having 
been conquered by the white man 
is instilled from an early age. 
When the Spanish conoueérors 
reached this valley in northwest- 
em Mexico in 1533, the Yaquis 


became embrolied in a losing 
battle to keep their communal 
lands. Thousands of Indians were 
killed, hundreds of families were 
shipped to other regions and 
Many fied to Arizona, where 
Yaquis still live at Guadeloupe, a 
town they settled south of Phas- 
mix, 


In 1936, President Lazaro Car- 
denas gave them title to 1872 
squere miles of land. Since then, 
the Indians have received mini- 
mal outside assistance. 

Each of the elght communities 
that are scattered along 25 miles 
of the Yaqui River is run by a 
governor who is elected for one 
year and by four other officials 
who are appointed for life. Each 
fovernor controls the use of land 
and water for his community and 
acts as judge for the villagers. 

The supreme authority of the 
Yaquis is the assembly of the 
eight governors, who meet under 
a tree’ at Pueblo Vicam every 
Saturday to discuss community 
problems and exterhal relations. 
They listen to advice from Yaqui 
Priests, but their rulings are arc. 
cepted unquestioningly by the 
iribe. 

“I can't talk to you before I 


Osuna, a Yaqui who runs the 
local office of the National In- 
cion Institute, to a visitor. “We 
bave to discuss whether it is 
convenient or not to talk to you, 
whether you want to help us or 
harm us.”

ERWICK, Shetland Islands,
